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JAPAN’S ARMIES RACE A RIVER‘OF 
OF GOLD

whether Japan 
finally whip China is to follow the 
troop movements as reported in the daily 
papers. 
Another way is to keep an eye 
on the gold movement. 
Armies move to the accompaniment of 
crashing guns, and go to the field of ac­ 
tion with a certain amount of fanfare and 
drum-beating, even in this day of me­ 
chanized fighting. 
Gold moves quietly, 
like a thief in the night, and only a few 
people bother to trace its course as re­ 
corded on the financial pages. 
But in the 
end it can be the more important of the 
two. 


Not long ago John T. Flynn noted the 
heavy drain of gold Japan has been suf­ 
fering recently, and pointed out that in 
15 months the country had been obliged 
to send $346 ,000,000 of gold to the Unit­ 
ed States. 
A little later a New York 
Times writer remarked 
that the 
figure 
had risen to $352,000,000. 
These figures can mean but one thing: 
that Japan is going broke at a rapid pace. 
The best estimates have it that her gold 
reserve now is no higher than $261,000,- 
OOO. 
Her foreign markets are steadily 
dwindling; meanwhile the tremendously 
expensive war in Chnia forces her to keep 
on buying goods abroad— cotton, oil, iron, 
munitions, and so on. 
She can no longer 
pay for these goods with her own exports. 
The gold supply with which she can pay 
is fast vanishing. 
Which means, obviously, that Japan’s 
fate rests on the outcome of a race be­ 
tween her armies and her gold supply. If 
the armies can win a complete and final 
victory before bankruptcy arrives, well 
and good; if they cannot, Japan faces 
utter ruin.

WHAT IS ADVERTISING?

A long time ago there was no adv ertising. 
Ev ery man with .something to .sell had to tell 
people about it personally and indiv idually. 
Thi.s was not a great handicap in those days, 
for no one had v eu'y much to sell. 
But a.s soon as large-scale manufacturing 
was begun, it was necessary to find a way to 
tell many people about products, and to tell 
them q uickly and all at one time. 
To fill this 
need, adv ertising naturally 
dev eloped 
as a 
univ ersal busines.'-^ process. 
Without it we 
could not operate large factories making goods 
for millions of consumers. 
Adv ertising is sometimes spoken of as a 
special kind of business, as a .separate industry 
supported by other lines of business. 
It is no 
such thing at all. Adv ertising is simply a part 
of the process of .« celling the products of ev ery 
industry. 
It does the imporcant job of telling 
people about merchandise and where to buy 
it, and it stimulates their desire to buy. 
It is not enough to make goods and to tran s­ 
port them to places 
where 
consumers 
can 
buy them. 
The public must be told about the 
goods—how desirable they are, how people 
can 
make 
themselv es 
more 
comfortable, 
more healthy, or more happy through buying 
them. 
In other words, the merchandise must 
be sold, not merely placed on sale. 
Adv ertis­ 
ing does a large part of this selling and there is 
no other method that can take its place. 
Since the days when there v ’as no adv er- 
ti.sing, the q uantity of goods 
produced 
has 
been multiplied by many, many times. 
Con­ 
seq uently each consumer’s share is v astly in­ 
ceased. 
The wealth created in making the 
goods 
is 
distributed to 
consumers 
through 
payments for wages, materials, and div idends, 
and thus they are able to buy the greater v ol­ 
ume of goods produced. 
But merely being able to buy doe.s not 
make people buy. 
Salesmen and adv ertising 
must be kept on the job all the time, to keep 
merchandise mov ing from factory to con­ 
sumer, or the wheels will soon stop turning. 
Ihe work of selling is just as important as 
the work of making and the work of trans- 
pimting. 
And adv ertising is the only way by 
which the large v olume of goods now being 
produced can be sold. 
In performing its selling work, adv ertising 
.shows us the way to better liv ing, by creat­ 
ing desire.s for better things.

created a foundation for conserva- 
hon of wild life in Missouri, with 
its activities to be financed by an 
initial gift of 
$100,000 
by 
Mr. 
Love, E. Sydney Stephens, chair­ 
man of the Missouri conservation 
commission, announced here last 
night. 
Love i.s president of the Edward 
K. Love Realty company of St. 
Louis, vice-president of the Mis­ 
souri Conservation Federation and 
a m ember of the board of direct­ 
ors of the National Wild Life Fed­ 
eration. 
Investment of the foundation’s 
funds, for which provision is made 
for further gifts either by Love or 
other per.sons, is placed in the 
hands of the St. Louis Union Trust 
company, and administration of its 
income is placed in the hands of a 
board of governors of four set up 
by the trust indenture. 
The trust 
is designated the Edward K. Love 
Con.serv'ation Foundation. 
The governors include Love’s 
two sons, Edward K. Love, Jr., 
and 
Andrew 
Sproule 
Love; 
Thomas N. Dysart, president of 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com­ 
merce, and Mr. Stephens. 
The governors may ex pend pro­ 
ceeds of the trust in any m anner 
they see fit that “will aid in the 
protecting and conserving of wild 
life in Missouri,” the trust in­ 
denture sets out. 
“Three considerations have im­ 
pelled me to create this founda­ 
tion,” Love said in a statement 
accompanying 
announcement 
of 
the project. “I desire through this 
means to ex press my appreciation 
of the benefits 
and 
enjoyment 
which I have derived during my 
life from the wild life which the 
state of Missouri has in the past 
afforded. 
“The 
second 
consideration 
springs from the hope that this 
foundation 
may 
contribute 
to­ 
w ard the preservation and the 
restoration of the rich heritage of 
wild life in Missouri. 
“The third consideration is the 
fact that the people of the state 
have created a conservation com­ 
mission, an agency free from po­ 
litical or selfish 
influence 
and 
fully 
authorized 
to 
administer 
wild life preservation on the basis 
of m erit and efficiency.” 
“His gift will be of untold bene­ 
fit to the conservation movement 
in Missouri,” Stephens said, “not 
only because he has provided a 
liberal sum, but because he has 
given the governors of the founda­ 
tion wide discretion in its use. 
“So far as I k now, the fund 
which Mr. Love has given is the 
first provided by an individual in 
the United States for wild life 
conservation. 
It should point the 
way to others to follow his fine 
ex ample.”

British Is land Nomed 
After Fig Tree 


^IXTEENTH century maps la­ 
beled Barbado.s, extreme east­ 
ern island of the Windward group 
in the West Indies, variously St. 
Bernardo, 
Barbuduso, 
Barnados 
and Barnodo. 
The 
name 
had 
been derived from the Spanish 
words for the bearded fig tree 
which abounds in the area. 
So 
in time Barbados evolved as the 
permanent name for this spot 01 
166 square miles in the Atlantic. 
The Portuguese, first discovered 
the island, apparently. 
The Brit­ 
ish ship Olive Blossom touched 
there in 1605 and immediately 
took possession in the name of 
J ames I. The first settlement was 
made in 1625. 
Throe year.s later 
the island had a governor: 6 4 .set- 
tler.s, arriving at Carlisle Bay, 
founded 
the 
present 
capital, 
Bridgetown, now a town of 13.000. 
War between the British and 
the French during the 18th cen­ 
tury spilled much blood in the 
West Indies, and Barbados suf­ 
fered in the exchange. 
It suffered 
again during the American Revo­ 
lution when embargoes shut off 
importation 
of 
provisions from 
the colonies, 
in 1805 the French 
almost regained the island in a 
sudden military coup.
